It must bave been a heroic work for those 
who conceived the novel enterprise to write 
up the ample eignt pages, preserving all the 
features of a first class journal, including its 
advertisements, Yet this has been very suc- 
cessfuliy done. There are all the departments 
of editorial, commercial, financial, local, 
court reports, the general news and miscel- 
lany, aud the |

Under the editorial heading we find an ab- 
stract of all proceedings of the House of 
Peeresses, a full report of whien is elsewhere 
given in the paper, from which we learn, 
among other things, that Lady Plunger’s mo- 
tion for a return of the expenses of bring- 
ing the waters of the Nile tothe metropolis’’ 
was agreed to,and that the Duchess Besant, 
in a luminous speech, rebuked the practice of 
the morning newspapers of throwing the 
police courts into ridicule in their reports. 

In the House of Ladies Mrs. Shoeocracy 
save notice that she would move the House to 
repeal the standing order which prohibited 
the admission ofthe other sex during the de- 
bates.

Samuel Andrews was an E 
laborer, and worked many a day in this city 
at $125 per day or less.

He has an elegant country residence, and has 
been living in a palace on Wilson avenue in 
this city.

Jobn D. Rockefeller, the moving spirit in 
the Standard, and the man to whose indomi- 
table will its success is largely due, was also 
poor twenty years ago. e evidently studied 
the tactics of Wade in making the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, and Vanderbilt 
in organizing bis great systems of railroads. 
At apy rate, he pursued, to a certain extent, 
the same plan that these men empleyed, and 
the same that Gould is now operating so 
largely upon in forming his railroad schemes. 
He saw the oil business. divided into a score 
or more of hands here,and none of them 
making anything tospeak of. He organized 
and consolidated, and the Standard with its 
far reuching power is the result. Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s wealth is variously estimated, but no 
one knows anything about its extent, except 
that it is counted by the millions. Recently 
he conceived that his children should have a 
larger play yard about his Euclid avenue 
home. Next to him on the right stood a house 
as elegant as his own. He purchased it and 
moved it to a vacant lot which he had pur- 
chased a block or two away, andis fitting it 
up for a seminary, while his children revel in 
their greater freedom. Mr. Rockefeller is the 
directing head of the Standard. Heis a man 
of few words. of very short oflice hours, and 
does most of his work at his residence, which 
is connected with all parts of the world by 
telegraph. 

He is devoted to his family and church 
(Close Communion Baptist), and shells out 
his cash liberally for church purposes and 
the endowment of eolleges. A few years 
since an organization built a fine water cure 
hotel on one of the delightful summits which 
overlook the lake from a distance ofa few 
miles beyond the city limits. Their venture 
was a complete failure, and the owners were 
glad to sell to Mr. Rockefeller for a very 
small percentage of the first cost. This 
building, with its fifty rooms,the new owner 
has fitted up and furnished with lavish out- 
lay, and from his mountain height is more 
like a medixval Duke than anything else.

Poison Rings. 
From the London Globe. 


Poison rings still exist in many antiquarian 
collections. They are generally of two kinds. 
one intended asan engine of destruction to 
its wearer, the other simply as a convenient 
receptacie or hiding-place for poison. Some 
years ago a ring of the former description was 
purchased at a sale of curiosities. Its device 
was two sharp - pointed claws holding a stone. 
The purchaser, slipping it on his finger, re- 
ceived.aslight scrateh from these claws, the 
points of which bent inward. His hand and 
arm very shortly became swe!led and painful; 
a doctor was sent for, who pronounced the 
slight scratch poisoned. Examination of the 
ring showed that the claws were hollow, and 
thata poisonous matter had been contained 
in them; doubtless when first made, the ring 
would have caused death, instead of merely 
inconvebience, to its wearer. Rings intended 
to contain poison are frequently mentioned 
in ancient history; it was common to carry 
one as a convenient means of suicide. By 
such a ring Demosthenes prebably destroyed 
himself,and some historians say Hannibal 
likewise. -M. Crassus, the overseer of the 
Temple of the Capitoline Jupiter, being ar- 
rested on a charge of purloining some ofthe 
gold deposited there, broke a hollow recepta- 
cle of his ring with his teeth, and fell dead 
onthe spot. The Emperor Heliogabalus is 
said to bave had a collection of these poison 
rings among his jewels.

New York’s First Dramatic Funerai.

WINTER’S PREAD DISEASE. 


Diphtheria Raging in New York—Rules 
to be Observed. ; 
From the New York Sun, 6th. 


There: were more cases of diphtheria in 
this city last month than in any other month 
since 1875. In 1874 the disease was epidemic, 
and in the following year it came near being 
so. The disease this year is of an unusually 
malignant type, and the number of deaths is 
larger in proportion tothe number of cases 
than for several years past. About three 
weeks ago the disease began to spread, and in 
a single week the number of cases increased 
from 77 to 150. Up to that time the number 
of cases had not been so much larger than on 
previous years as to excite serious alarm; but 
the proportion of deaths to number of cases 
has been very large. 

The number of cases reported in November 
of last year was: 
ond 29; third, 51; foprth, 162. The number 
of deaths in the first week was 19; second, 10; 
third, 20, and fourth, 20. In November of 
the present year 83 cases were reported in the 
first week, 77 in the second, 150 in the third, 
avd 122 in the fourth. The deaths were, for 
the first week, 54; second, 40; third, 51, and 
fourth, 66. One hundred and _ forty-three 
cases were reported last week, and there 
were 66 deaths. 

The disease is attacking the children of the 
weslthy and well-to-do as well as those of the 
poor. A prominent physician of the city has 
jost two children in the past month. No 
special cause is assigred for the increase of 
the disease and its morefthan‘usual malignity, 
but many theories are current. Defective 
plumbing, dirty streets and atmospheric in- 
fluerces, Which are imperceptible until seen 
in their fatal results, are mentioned as con- 
tributing to the spread of the disease. The 
small stature of children, it 1s said, to whom 
the present disease is almost entirely contin- 
ed, causes them to be peculiarly liable to the 
noxious exhalations arising from the mud 
and fiith. The Health Department is distrib- 
uting in the infected localities a circular 
which was prepared when the disease was ep- 
idemic in 1874, in which instruction is fur- 
nished as to the symptoms of diphtheria, and 
precaution is given, as follows: 

Cleanliness in and around the dwelling,and 
pure air in living and sleeping rooms, are of 
the utmost importance where any contagious 
disease is prevailing, as cleanliness tends 
both to prevent and to mitigate it. Every 
kind and source of filth around and in 
the house should be thoroughly removed; 
cellars and foul areas should be cleaned and 
disin*ected; drains should be put in perfect 


repair; dirty walls and ceilings should be 


lime- washed, and every occupied room should 
be thoroughly ventilated. Apartments which 
have been occupied by persons sick with 
diphtheria should be cleansed with disinfect- 
ants; ceilings lime-washed and wood work 
painted; the carpets, bed clothing, upholster- 
ed furniture, etc., expcsed many dajs tofresh 
air andthe sunlight (all articles which may 
be boiled or subjected to high degrees of 
beat should thus be disinfected); such rooms 
should be exposed to currents of fresh air for 
at least one week before reoccupation. 

When diphtheria is prevailing, no child 
should be ailowed to kiss strange children 
nor those suffering from sore throat (the dis- 
gusting custom of comvelling children to kiss 
every visitor is a well-contrived method of 
propagating other. grave diseases than diph- 
theria); nor sheuld it sleep with nor be con- 
fined to rooms’occupied by or use articles, as 
toys, taken in the mouth, handkerchiefs, e:c., 
belonging to children having sore throat, 
croup,orcatarrh. Ifthe weather is cold, 
— child should be warmly clad with flan- 
nels. 

When diphtheria is in the house or in the 
family the well children should be scrupulous- 
ly kept apart from the sick in dry, well-aired 
rooms, and every possible source of infection 
through the air, by personal contact withthe 
sick, and by articles used about them or in 
their rooms, should be rigidly guarded. 
Every attack of sore throat, cough and ca- 
tarrh should be at once attended to; the 
feeble should have invigorating food and 
treatment. 

The sick should be rigidly isolated in well- 
aired (the air being entirely changed at least 
hourly), sunlighted rooms, the ouiflow of air 
being, as far as possible, through the exter- 
nal windows by depressing the upper and ele- 
vating the lower sash, or a chimney heated by 
a fire in an open fireplace; all discharges 
from the mouth and nese should be received 
into vessels containing disiafectants, as solu- 
tions of carbotic acid or sulphate of zinc, or 
upon cloths, which are immediately burned, 
or if not burned, thoroughly boiled or placed 
under a disinfecting fluid.

It is certainly a little startling to hear, at 
this advanced period in the history of Euro- 
pean civilization, that wolves are threaten- 
ing large «districts within hail of populous 
towns on the northern shore of the Gulf ef 
Finland. Such, however, appearsto be the 
fact, and men are new, as inthe Middle 
Ages, sustaining a mortal combat with the 
wild beasts of the forest. A correspondent 
at Hango states that eleven children have, 
during two months, been carried off by these 
ferocious marauders, stealing down from the 
neighboring woods tothe very thresholds of 
the peasants’ houses.

A SHOCKING CRIME. 


Conviction of a Canadian Youth for 
Murder—HAHis Confession. 


Montreal Cor. N. Y. Sun. 


Cieophas La Chance, the young man who 
murdered Miss Desilets on March 29, because 
she resisted his improper advances, has been 
sentenced at the Athabaska Assizes to be 
hanged on January 28, 1881. The murder 
was committed in Balistrode on. the Grand 
Railway, about half wav between Montres 
and Quebec. Odelie Desilets, agea about 
22, the daughter of a farmer, left her father’s 
house on the 29th of March last to go to the 
house of a neighbor named La Chance, not 
very far distant. She took witn her a quan- 
tity of wool, intending to pass ber time in 
knitting. As she did not return on the fol- 
lowing day the family became uneasy, and 
messenger was sentto the house where she 
hedintended to go. There, however, no 
tidipgs of the young woman could be learn- 
ed. After along search for the missing wo- 
man her body was found in a well, into 
which it ha been thrown 
alter a desperate struggle. When 
discovered the feet were about three inches 
above the level of the water, the head being 
downward. An examination of the body left 
no doubt that the woman was the victim of 
a most revolting crime. Her face was cov- 
‘ered with blood, and many large wounds 
were found on the neck and chin, wounds 
which were evidently made with a knife. 
One of her hands was cut, showing that she 
had grasped the knife while resisting the as- 
sault. The struggle was a desperate one, 
judging from the traces of blood and the ap- 
pearance of the scene ofthe murder. Twe 
men were arrested, one a peddler, but evi- 
dence was produced to show that he could not 
have been in the district at the time of the 
murder. The other was Cleophas La Chance, 
only nineteen years of age, a son of the 
neighbor to whose house the young woman 
had directed her steps. There was blood on 
the frontand back part of his coat, and he 
had wounds on his hands, besides a slight 
scratch on one tempie. He attempted to ex- 
plain these circumstances by saying that he 
had fallen while chopping wood, and that 
one of his hands had come in contact with the 
axe and the otber with a log. He was known 
to be a friend of the victim and up to the date 
of the murder bad had an excellent reputa- 
tion. He subsequentiy made a confession to 
High Constable Bissounette as follows:

THE GARTSIDE ROBBERY. 


Conclusion of the Triai, and the Case Given 
te the Jury. 


The Gartside robbery case was again resum- 
ed in the Circuit Court at Belleville 
this morning. The robbery was 
committed on the 3djof October, 1879, by an 
organized gang composed of men from St. 


Louis, Chicago and St. Clair county. The first 
witness put upon the staud ſor the prosecu- 
tion was Mrs. Mary Preston, trom Lebanon. 
She testified that on the day of the robbery 
she boarded the train atthe Union Depot at 
St. Louis, and shortly afterwards 
noticed a eut-throat looking character 
board thetrainand lookatalithe passengers 
as it in search of some one. At the Main 
Street Depot Mr. Gartside gotin the train and 
had a satchel in his possession. The indi- 
vidual bé@fore noticed looked intently 
at Mr. Gartside and the satchel. This man 
Mrs. Preston positively identified as Collins, 
the man who pointed the. revolver at 
Mr. Gartside’s head at Alma Station, where 
the robbery was committed. When the 
train arrived at Almia, Mr. Gartside left the 
train and was closely followed by Collins 
and two other mea, who have since been 
identified #28 Murphy, a brother-in-law 
to Collins, both from Chicago, 
and Ninio 4 St. Louis man. 
Murphy placed his hand upon Mr. Gartsides 
shoulder. Collins and Minis tuen came up 
and surrounded Gartside, one of them striking 
Gartside with a revolver, Collins placed his 
revolver at Gartside’s head, white 
the other two snatched the satcheil,containin 
about $500, and ran away. Collins remaine 
with the cocked revolver to Gartside’s ear un- 
til the other two aisappeared. Collins 
then backed away, still 
the revolver cocked and pointed 
at Gartside. S8. Kinner, an eye-witness to the 
robbery, swore that Collins looks exactly like 
the man that held tne revolver, except that 
he is not as paie now as upon that occasion. 
QUINLAN, 
one of the robbers, who has 
turned State’s evidence, testéfied that on the 
5th of October, twodays after the robbery, 
he went to the Four Courts to see what Col- 
lins was arrested for, and met Collins and 
his attorney coming out ot the 
Four Courts. Collins took him to a saloon and 
treated him and gave him filty cents in silver. 
talked about the robbery and showed him 
how it was done, and showed him 
the revoiver, which he recognized as one 
usted in several other robberies which they 
committed together. The defense tried to 
prove that on the 3rd of October, at the 
time the robbery was committed, 
Collins wes not ta the _ neignbor- 
hood. Several witnesses were examined as to 
the good reputation which Collins bore 
betore the Gartside robbery.

WILD WHEAT. 
A Heavy Break-Down in Value, Witha De- 
moralized Market. 

To-day was a perfect ‘‘field day’’ for the 

speculators in wheat, especially for those who 
have been holding the short end for some 
time. These parties have been looking fora 
heavy breax«-down in value for along time and 
were rapidly giowing careworn with anxiety 
while waiting,but to-day their time came and 
the way they went for the market was enorgh 
to make the bulls ravingcrazy. The opening 
ot the market gave no indication of the panic 
that was to foliow, the feeling, 
on the contrary, being quite strong, 
and higher figures obtained, but 
very sbortly a weaker tone cropped out and 
values commenced weakening, but slowly, as 
though the operators were doing fight in let: 
ting the market decline. But finally there 
came a heavy break in Chicago, followed im- 
mediately by another tumble, and at the 
sametime the Eastern markets came in iow- 
er. Thesbortsin thehome market at once 
braced up and jumped onto their own market, 
and for halt an hour afterwards, andclear up 
to the close of Change, the call board ev 
closure was ascene of wild disorder and con- 
fusion. The operators seemed to 
ve turned into id mob of howl- 
ing madmen, and the way they 
shouted, brandi-hed their arms and climbed 
over one another wade a scene of excitement 
that attracted a crowd trom all parts of the 
hall, whe knew that something unusual was 
up when the boys got such a crazy fit on. With 
sucha will did the operators hammer the 
murket that in a short time prices were from 
2e to 2}¢c below the early figures and I eto 20 
below yesterday’s latest rates. The cause for 
this break in prices is said to be that the di- 
rectors ofthe Bank of England contemplate 
advancing bank rates in order to check the 
heavy exports of gold to this country that have 
been ng on tor some ume. This report, 
| together with the fact that stocks of wheat 
sare and have, been steadily accumulating 
in all the principal grain centers, through 
the inability to ship at present prices, caused 
speculators to make up their minds that 
wheat was entirely too high, and theyjcon- 
cluded to let go, The bears, taking advantage 
of the bulls’ weakening, aided as much as it 
was in their power in breaking down the mar- 
ket; bence this heavy decline. 

Another and leading cause ter the decline 
was the reported failure ot a leading Chicago 
house who were long an enormous amount of 
wheat in that and other markets. Yesterday, 
itis said, they threw two million bushels upon 
the market. following that up to-day with the 
balance, and theintelligence that they were 
unable to meet their contracts. The report 
naturally had a demoralizing effect and help- 
ed materially toward breaking the market.

Letter—Spicy and Contradictory 
Evidence. 


The sensational divorce case of Theophilus 
Polster against his wife, Westy Polster. which 
was begun yesterday afternoon, was continued 
to day. In his testimony Mr. Polster, who is a 
traveling salesmaa for Cheever, Burchard & 
Co., testified that he frequently came home 
uuexpectedly trom trips and found his 
wife out on ducking ditions or other 
‘*expeditions ot lust. He came home one 
night at about 12 o’ciock and caught a young 
man named Heim in his sleeping apartment 
with his wife. He waited and watched untii, 
as he says, becoming certain of his wife’s in- 
fidelity, he drove her from the house. They 
were then living at No, 1203 Washington 
avenue. The following letter Mr. Poister testified 
that be found in a bureau drawer, and his 
wife admitted having written it to Gwynn 
Adams, a young man in a store on Third 
street. He discovered the letter one night 
when he returned fromatrip, and while his 
wife was out with a warty on a fishing er 
duckingexpedition to Oreve Cour Lake: 

A LETTER. 
Sr. Louis, November 23, 1879. 
Saturday night, at home, alone, 

EVER REMEMBERED FRIEND: After weeks 
and months of silence Iam permitted to write 
to you, not to renew an old friendship 
at all, but, my friend, itis with a kind feeling 
in the hours ot meditation, when all is calm 
and stilithis Sunday night. I am aione. I 
have put in this day thinking of you until I be- 
came so unbapy I refused to see any one at all. 
Gwynn, I have sat by the fire to-day and won- 
dered to myself if you ever think of me, and 
oh, how much 1 snould love to see you.

Iwill see you some day, I trust; then I can tell 
you more than my knowledge would allow me 
to write you. I received a letter from Belle. 
Shesent her kindest regards to vou, and writ 
ing thus please think of your little friend 
Belle, on Thanksgiving Eve. Oh, Gwynn, 
how pleasantly we spent that eve, us three, 
you and I and poor Bell. Well,Gwynn, it is now 
growing late and I must draw toa close, hop- 
ing you may receive exquisite pleasure, which 
R ind words and token ot remembrance from 


one you once loved, and oh, to-night my eyes 


darken with sympathetic sadness when my 
lips shoula be smiling with pleasure and 
almusement. These lines are not calculated 
to execite your alternate emotions, not by 
tar, but this lonely eve I could not pass. May 
God's boundless blue heavens bending serene- 
ly above us guide watch and protect you 
from all harm. 1 need not 
tell you how endurable would be this quiet 
eve if I might talk with you instead of writing 
my hopes. Fruition will be the brightest, for 
I know your own vivid imagination can paint 
its tulfilment more perfectly than any words 
of mine could do. I have indulged many a 
dream of future pleasure, and still in my heart 
rolls the heavy tide ef love for one; it has 
never ebbed, and its flow is fulland strong as 
ever, While his has evidently flown 
out longago, leaving only the bare sands of 
lost affections strewn here and there with 
wrecked hopes and the broken shells of con- 
stancy. And trnth my dear friend I must 
close. Hoping to hear from you soon, pardon 
me for thus writing this. It leaves me well, 
as usual, and oh that I might say happy but 
alas lcan not, but will for the present bid you 
good night, pleasant dreams of your absent 
triend, but truly yours, ‘*HOPE.’’

She saw alet- 
ter from Mrs. Polsterin Mr. Barry’s pocket, 
in which were the words You leave old B.

came to her house as late as eleven o’elock 
and asked tor Mr. Barry.

People told her that Mr. Barry introduced

MRS. JOTINSON 
visited the Polster residence one day between 
the hours of 11 and 12 O clock, and discover- 
ed Mrs. l’. in gossamer costume making the 
bed in George Klymon's room. She asked 
Mrs. P. it she was sick, and Klymon answer- 
„ No; she's drunk. She knew of Mrs. P. 
gone buggytriding with voung 
„She told me that she intended 
to remain with the Dutchman until she got all 
she could out of bim, and then she would let 
the Dutchman slide.“ 
i MR. BURCHARD, 
ofthe firm of Cheever, Burchard & Co., said 
that Mrs. Polster frequently came to the store 
and drew money, and received more than was 
due to her husband bythefirm. Tney wrote 
Mr. I'. abont the condition ot things, 
and he wrote backinstructing them not to give 
his wite more than $35 or S840 a month. She 
came to tbe store one day when she had ex- 
hausted this limit and asked for money. He, 
Mr. Burchard, told her he could not give it to 
her, as her husband was already overdra.,.. 
She replied she did not care, and, snap- 
ping her fingers, remarked that she was tired 
ofthe Dutchman and would get rid of him 
some day.

NEW YORK, December 8.—This morning J. 
Lawience Mckeever, assignee of the great 
coffee house jof B. G. Arnold & Co., 
which failed yesterday, was found 
by the reporter of the Evening 
Post at their office, 125 Front street. In re- 
ply to questions he said he was net prepared 


to make any statement of the condition 
of the firm, Ho Mr. Arnold 
did not wish an imperfect statement given our 
and it would be the work of some days to Ar 
rive at the exact figures, probably owing 
to the extent of the firm’s transactions 
the week before. He would be able to report 
assets and liabilities to a meeting ot 
the -creditors. Arnold, he said, was 
confident the hoase could pay every dollar of 
its indebtedness. From other good authority 
it was learned that the liabllities 
of B. G. Arnold & Co. were about 32,000, 000. 
of which $400,000 to $900,000 were single- 
name paper, afact which shows the high 
reputation of the firm. This unsecured pa- 
per is distributed in smali lots among the 
banks of this city and New England. 
The bank of New York in which Ar- 
nold is director holds but 3150, 
000 of this paper, all other obligations 
of the firm to it having been amply secured. 
As to the firms’ assets, itis thoroughly esti- 
mated they will show tw sur- 
lus over liabilities _ of about 
300,000;it was ascertained to-day that an 
intormal conference of Arnold’s creditors or 
personal friends took place last week at 
which hemade the statement of his affairs 
showing a surplus of this amount.

The Application fur a Receiver. 

The injunction suit brought by B. M. Cham 
bers and Walter 8. Johnson, receiver of the 
National Bank of the State of Missouri, came 
up before Judge Lindley this morning. 


The petition asks for a receiver, 
and charges Mr. Cundiff with 
making efforts to swam the Times. 
Mr. Garesche read the petition asking for the 
onan of a receiver, in which it was 
charged that Mr. Cundiff abused his trust in 
drawing $5.000 salary tor himself and $1,500 
for his son. He also endeavored to destroy 
and swamp the paper by bad management. In 
addition to this, it 18 alleged, he 
contracted with George and John 
Knapp to sell the printing office 
and the Associated Press franchise to the Re- 

ublican, against the express wish and to the 

njury of Mr. Chambers. Because Chambera 
would not consent tothe transfer Cundiff at- 
tempted to coerce the sale to the Republican 
by ceasing the publication of the Times and 
discharging its employes while the paper is 
still indebted to them. The cessation ot pub- 
lication, the petition further states, fora sin- 
gle day would have entailed irreparable 
loss to the paper, and permanently injured its 
value. Ifthe publication of the paper was 
continued, it could pay allits debts, and the 
stockholders realize a profit. After the peti- 
tion had been read Col. Thoroughman entered 
the court, and,stating that he represented Mr, 
Cundiff, he desired that the petition be read 
over again, and thought that Mr. 
Cuncift should have been given notice. 

His Honor ruled that a second reading of 
the paper would do no good, asfhg could not 
hear the gentleman in reply. Col. Thorough- 
man insisted upon what he called the rights 
of his client, and quite a lively scene was en- 
acted for a few moments, His Honor evidenc- 
ing considerable sprit and persistently refus- 
ing to hear Mr. Cundifi’s attorney. 

udge Lindley said the question before the 
Court was the appointment of a temporary 
receiver and when the time came for argu- 
ment he would hear the gentle 
man. Judge lindley then asked 
Mr. Garesche if areceiver could bring suit to 
recover. Mr. Garesche replied that he could, 
and stated that the proceedings were brought 
simply to prevent the stoppage of the paper, 
as one day’sintermission in its publication 
would render it worthless, while a steady con- 
tinuance of publication would pay expenses.

Company for the possession of the building 
in which that unfortunate paperis now pub- 


lished. The petition simply sets forth in the 
usual legal phrases, that the Times Co. hadfa 
lease on the property upto December 1, and 
the amount paid on the same was $400 per 
month. VDlaintitf also states that he has suf- 
fered damage to the extent ot $200 by the 
williul possession ot the building by the Times 
Company after the expiration of the lease, 
and closes his prayer by asking that the legal 
remedy be allowed nim. The 
case will be set for trial one 
day this week. Mr. Ellerbe, attorney 
for Mr. Churchill, said that his client did not 
want the Times people to have the building 
any longer unless they would give some se- 
curity for therent. He had served notice on 
both Chambers and Cundiff this morning that 
the suit would be brought and said that he 
had no doubt the prayer would be granted.

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STRONG SUSPICIONS. . 


The Police Arrest Three Men, One of 
Whom is Supposed te be Walsh’s 
Murderer. 
Funeral of the Brave Officer Who Was Killed 
While on Duty. 


As yet the murderer of Officer Walsh fs un. 
known, though with the little data the police 
had atthe outset they are working with com. 
mendable energy and straining every nerve to 
bring the brave Officer’s assassin to time. At 
first there were a number of theories concern. 
ing the murderer, but the facts are now pretty 
well known and everything points to the 


fact that the fatal shot was deliberately 
fired by aburglar working with a gang in the 
vicinity of the deed. Detectives Tucker and 
Eug s took this view of things at the first and 
have maintained it ever since. With this 
ground to work ou, though the description of 
the man given by Officer Sheehan, who said 
he was dressed like a business man, did not 
warrant it, the detectives have 
kept a close watch on the erooks about town. 
One crowd of house breakers, well-known to 
the police,was especially watched and thougn 
a hundied men were on the look out these 
neveronce since the murder appeared on the 
streets. Tucker continued bis search -tor 
them. though with little encouragement, as 
they are nosooner trailed to one place than 
they suddenly leave and take 
new quarters. They were followed closely 
until last nigbt, when Detectives Tucker and 
Eggs, reintorcea by two police officers, 
swooped down on a room in the Third Disirict 
and without the slightest warning 
BURST IN THE DOOK 

and srrested three of the men they have been 
looking for. They gave their names as Kelch 
er, hennedy and Felix, and, though they may 
be perfectly innocent, the police claim 
there is sufilicientto hold them until some 
decisive points have been discovered to hold 
them further or discharge them from custody. 
The bullet found imbedded in the dead offi- 
cer’s brain was 32 calibre, and a revolver 
found in the raided room after the man was 
Arrested was of the same calibre. The post 
mortem showed thatthe ball entered at the 
left teusple and ranged upwards, which gives 
grounds for the supposition that the men were 
tired was a much smaller man than 
the oflicer, since the sidewalks cre on a level. 
It mighthave been that the man discharged 
the revolver with his arm at an incline, but 
the statement before the Coroner's jury by the 
officeristhattbe arm was deliberately raised 
to shoulder level when the shot was fired. Ali 
thieeof the men arrested are smaller than the 
officer, but especialiy one of them, who is not 
more than 5 teet 4 or 6 inches, another point 
corresponding. The police will ascertain the 
whereabouts of these men on the night 
of the murder, and the time 
they returned to the room. There is one other 
point on which much depends. For the pres 
ent this point of identification will not be 
publisbed, as it would injure the police in the 
work of ferreting out the muiderer.

The funeral of Officer Mike Walsh occurred 
this afternoon at 2:30 o’clock from St. Law- 


O’Toole’s Catholic Church 
Calvary Cemetery. The body, 
looking as natural as when the

Saturday night, was exposed in the Parlor of 
his late residence until 1 30 Oo clock, when the 
coflin was sealed and all that remained ot 
brave Mike Walsh was taken to St. Lawrence 
O'Toole’s Church. The church was filled with 
the friends of the deceased policeman, many 
ot whom were brother officers of Walsh on 
the force. The Rev. Mr. Tallon officiated, 
assisted by the parish priests. 

The floral tributes were very beautiful, con- 


sisting ot a magniticent cross, several beauti-. 


ful wreaths and many loose flowers, which al- 
most bidthesad coftin from sight. The funeral 
was an exceptionally large one, a great crowd 
Ot people attending the remains to the cem 
etery, notwithstanding the cold weather. The 
pall bearers were members ot the torce from 
the Central Distiict, associate of the dead 
policeman.
